County Agent R. T. Glassco that an 
international grain and 
hay 
show 
will be held in Chicago from Nov.1 
29 to Dec. 6. in connection with tho 
international 
livestock 
exhibition. 
Ten thousand dollars are offered in 
prizes, 54,000 is offered 
for 
corn, 


$2,000 for oats, $2,000 for. wheat, I 
$700 for barley, $300 for rye, and 
Jl.OOO for hay. - 


"All 
applications for entering must 
be made by mail and must be In the 
hands of the superintendent not Inter 
than Nov. 20," read the instructions 
received by Mr. Glassco. "Each ex- 
hibitor will be allowed to make en- 
tries In as many classes as he wishes. 
No exhibitor may make more than 
one entry in any one class. 
No en- 
try fee will be charged in any class 
and all samples remain the property 
of the exhibitor. All samples must 
be grown by the exhibitor in the year 
191D 
and must be entered for the 


region and state in which it was 
grown. Special care should be taken 
to comply with the last requirement" 
Wisconsin is in the second region. 
All entries of small grain shall, con- 
sist of one half bushel. 


"All entries of hay shall consist of 
a bole not less than BO pounds.

Nowhere does this fall heavier upon a devoted group 
than in the Wisconsin colleges. They were able to live 
upon their nalarles with difficulty before the war. .The 
dollar now purchases what -17 cents did -before the war.

education.

The government created 


n. desire in practically every soldier and sailor for more 
education.

They are 
to attend school for not less than 200 hours a year until 
they have completed a specified course, and necessarily 
a -penalty is provided for failure to observe the law. 
This seems the only way to. make the law a success. 


Woirig-htly insist that every child shall receive, the 


benefits of education and the governmen't la well xvithin 
its powers in! applying the compulsory system to adults. 
This haa been shown to bo necessary as a matter of 
eelf-defense. 
For years this subject has been agitated 


b.v persons who were classed as professional reformers 
riding: a hobby. They were scouted as theorists. 


But now, after the emergency has arisen, there is 


harato to' enact their theory into law. -It is easy to be 
wise after the fact, but surely it we had,, taken some 
pn.ins before this to leach foreign workers our langruago 
and ways, and the value of our institutions, framed for 
tho welfare and protection of all, the

trouble-makers would scarcely have obtained such a 
tollowlng In this country.

FUTURE OF ALCOHOL

Washington, Oct. 29.—Anyone who 


imagines that prohibition has materi- 
ally diminished the importance of 
alcohol is sadly mistaken. 
Alcohol 


has an immense industrial future. 
II 


you want to get rich, start, an alcohol 
still; 
Provided you are making in- 


dustrial alcohol, the luw will not in- 
terfere with you. 
Within a comparatively short time 


alcohol will be running all of our 
automobiles and tractors. It will be 
used to produce the heat and light in 
practically all situations where kero- 
sene and other petroleum derivatives 
are now used. 
In a recent Haskin letter it was ex- 


plained that we would seen have to 
go direct to the sun for our heat in 
order to make power, because the 
supply of heat stored up in coal is 
steadily diminishing and 
becoming: 
harder to reach. We must therefore 
tap the sun, which is the permanent 
source of heat. 3t was explained how 
this sun heat can be converted Into 
either steam or electricity. 
It will 


then light our homes, run our fac- 
tories, 
and 
pull 
our 
street cars, 


wherever this work cannot be done 
by water,power. 
But it will not, o'f 


course, run our jitneys and our mo- 
torcycles.. 


Pctrotauii Supply Diminishes. 
The petroleum upon which we de- 


pend for transportation is diminish- 
ing- in amount even more 
rapidly 
than coal. Gasoline is becoming more 
and more expensive and scarce. Thu 
government experts say that we will 
surely be out of gas in a few years 
unless great new deposits o£ petro- 
leum are discovered. 
Therefore we mv.st now- discover a 


permanent source oC motor fuel to 
take the place of tho temporary one 
upon which we have been drawing, 
and to supplement the sun as a per- 
manent source of power. 
Scientists 


soem to agree that alcohol will fur- 
nish this permanent source of motor 
fuel. 
Government experts have been 


studying: both the production of alco- 
hol and its use as fuel in motors. 
Rcports-.,on both cases will soon be 
available. 
Alcohol will furnish a permanent 


supply of tnolor fuel because it can 
be miiDC out of vegetation, and veg- 
etation can be produced on the earth 
indefinitely. 
It now costs more to 


produce alcohol than it does to pro- 
duce gasoline, but gasol.ine is becom- 
ing more expensive all 
the 
time, 


while the cheap .and large scale pro- 
duction of alcohol, in this country, 
especially, is just beginning. 
Alcohol Replace* Gasoline. 


Alcohol has already begun to re- 


place trasoline abroad. 
In France a 


ftrty-flCty 
mixture 
of 
alcohol 
anil 


benzol is In common use as a motnr 
fuel, and some mixtures of SO per- 
cent alcohol and 20 percent benzol 
arc used. In this country alcohol hna 
been tried as a motor fuel both,.-in 
automobiles and in tractors. You can 
use alcohol in an ordinary automo- 
bile designed to use gasoline, but you 
will not get Very good results. 
In -i 


motor designed for the use of alco- 
hol, it will .give you just as much 
work, gallon for gallon, as gasoline. 
It has not as high a fuel value as 
gasoline but there Is less wear about 
it. , An alcohol engine is more efli- 
cient than a gasoline engine. 
It- is 


also cleaner. 
. As you may know, -there are two 
kinds of alcohol, ethj;! alcohol and 
methyl 
(or wood) ilcohol. 
Ethyl 


alcohol is the kind we used to drinK 
in the old days. 
Methyl alcohol is 


the kind that some misguided per- 
sons drink, these days, causing- blind- 
ness in some cases and sudden'death 
in others. 
Ethyl alcohol is also -the kind that 


will be used-as a motor fuel.. Do-not 
infer from this, however, that you 
will have always a few gallons ot 
cheering beverage in the gas tank 
when alcohol comes into general use 
as fuel. 
Jn order to be made drink- 


able, ethyl alcohol must be rectified, 
which consists in distilling it in a 
special way, ao as to eliminate fusil 
oils and other impurities. 
Most 01' 


this 
industrial 
alcohol 
will pre- 


sumably contnin some of th'esie im- 
purities and therefore be 
,unflt 
to 


drink. 
^ 
But this is not certain, for alcohol 


must be distilled to -a high point be- 
fore it can be used as fuel. Fer- 
mentation produces a mixture of al- 
cohol and water in which alcohol is 
only 16 percent. That is, it produces 
a " "thirty-two proof" alcohol. Now 
alcohol must be at least 100 proof, or 
not more than 50 percent water, be- 
fore it will serve as fuel. 
And to dis- 


til it to that 'point heat must be used 
This iise.or. heat to produce alcohol 
is, of course, a process which to a 
certain extent defeats its own end. 
But the bureau of chemistry has also 
found that the water can bo sep- 
arated from alcohol by freezing, be- 
cause water freezes at a higher tem- 
perature 
than 
alcohol. 
It 
seems 


probable that this freezing-. method 
will ultimately replace distillation, as 
a-method of raising die proof of fuel 
alcohol. 
T-lie freezing process will 


leave in all the-impurities and so in- 
sure that no one can drink tho stuff.

Of course, it is 
practicable to use only certain forms 
of vegetation for

Our present largest 
and 
cheapest 


source of industrial alcohol is "black 
strap," which Is a. sugary residue that 
Is left when all the crystalline sugar 
has been extracted from sugar cane. 


But In addition to this source, alco- 


hol has been made in 
commercial 


quantities 
from, sawdust 
and 
mill 
waste, from the sap of palm trees, 
from the Mexican Agave, from cull 
apples and potatoes, from sorghum, 
sugar beets and garbage. 


Sawmill waste is one of the most 


promising: sources of .alcohol, and It 
may be stated with some confidence 
that the making of alcohol from saw- 
dust is a most promising field of en- 
terprise. 
A government' investigated 


says that 49.1 percent of the lumber 
cut is waste-»-that is, nearly half of 
'every tree cut down goes Into saw- 
dust and scraps. Some of the scraps 
are used locally for fuel, and some of 
the sawdust was us^ed for'covering 
bar room floors and * is Etill used for 
stuffiinjc low grade dolls. 
But over

of 
this 
mj.ll 
waste 
is really 


wasted. 
It lies on the ground and 
rots. 
And all of it can bo made into 


alcohol, but the waste of

(evergreen trees such as pine and 
spruce.) is especially valuable for this 
purpose.

Held for experiment. In the south- 
west are great a.reas covered 
with 


cactus and Spanish bayonet.

have been (ried .as a source of alco- 
hol, but their alcohol, content seems 
to be low, and when a -supply has 
been exhausted, it is a long- lime re- 
placing itself. But there are numer- 
ous other forms of wild vegetation 
that can be tried. 


The most valuable source of this 


kind so far discovered is the nipa 
palm 
swrnaps 
of 
the 
Philippine 


Islands. 
Alcohol Is now made from 
the sap of the nipa palm at a very 
low 
cost.. 
There are vast swamp 


areas in the Philippines covered with 
this growth, and most of this wilder- 
ness has not yet been touched. 
It 


seems not improbable that swamp 
areas in this country might also con 
tain some plant readily convertible 
into alcohol. 


At any rate, here is a 
new" and 


promising field for -that 
enterprise 


and ingenuity for which we Ameri- 
cans are famous.
